ed, is contained in a general order 
made public today at national guard 
headquarters here. 
This order, sent out from the 
office of the senior instructor, be­ 
sides outlining 
the 
block system 
which is to be put into use im­ 
mediately through the enforcem ent 
of an earlier portion of the same 
order, contains com plete inform at- 
tion on different subjects to be mas­ 
tered by guardsm en outside of the 
usual infantry drill. 
Plans also are under way for the 
formation of club houses for guards­ 
men in each city which has units 
assigned, it was announced, as the 
men 
have expressed 
a 
wish 
for 
some place to meet inform ally and 
discuss their systems and blocks, 
which are ‘squad* classes. 
Instruction will be given the in­ 
fantry and artillery In signal work, 
including arm s and 
rifle signals, 
whistle and bugle signals, and in 
all systems now used in semaphore 
and verbal signalling. 
Military courtesy occupier a place 
on the instructional program with 
saluting, courtesy and care of uni­ 
form contained iii the block. 
In 
training 
for 
bayonet 
d rill,! 
guards, thrusts, parries, defenses and 
dummy and 
bayonet run practice 
are be gi%'en. 
Get Physical Drill. 
All forms of physical training, 
including physical drill, boxing, per­ 


sonal combat, mass athletics, jum p­ 
ing, running, swimming, and Jlu 
Jitsu Instruction are scheduled. The

will be held in map reading and 
making, topography, and a num ber 
of technical subject*.

All headquarters companies are

large application of this principle 
and strong peoples rem ain apart be- ' 
cause of some uniinortant or sub­ 
sidiary question on which the sal­ 
vation 
of no soul 
or community 
depends. 
“‘It is apparent, therefore,*’ .he 
went on, “th at this 
larger 
union 
will 
never 
be accomplished until 
the kingdom of God bulks larger 
in the minds of people than the 
church, until the salvation and ser­ 
vice of m ankind becomes a greater 
concern than the establishm ent of 
a specific church. 
“This duplication of churches Isl 
not only harm ful to the cause but 
is also a useless waste of both mon­ 
ey and men.’* 
Dr. Fullerton said it was heart­ 
ening to know th at this condition 
of things was being considered ser­ 
iously by churches and m issionary 
agencies and pointed out th at the 
organization of a 
Home 
Mission 
Council and Council of Women for 
Home Missions 14 years ago had 
become an outstanding evidence of 
a spirit co-operation prevailing in 
the churches. 
Utah Is Example. 
He pointed to the condition in 
Utah as an illustration 
of 
w hat 
had been accomplished by the Home 
Missions Council and said th at to­ 
day there were no com m unities In 
th a t state where two or m ore Gen­ 
tile churches were at work except 
in the cities of Salt Lake and Og­ 
den. Sim ilar organizations for in­ 
terdenom inational 
home 
mission 
work had been made in Colorado, 
Montana, Porto Rico, Cuba, Alaska 
and Santo Domingo. 
Despite the hindrance of denoml- 
nationalisni, Dr. Fullerton reported 
that the spirit of evangelism pre­ 
vailing in America was one of the 
most hopeful signs of 
the 
time. 
Never in the course of a year had 
there been such an 
interest 
in 
bringing men into the church, he 
said. 
He recounted the difficulties in 
attem pting 
to 
C hristianise 
and 
Americanize the polyglot peoples of 
the cities and held it to be the 
mission of the church as well as 
of the state to solve the problem s 
of sanitation and housing. 
He said th at, according to best 
inform ation, there are now 18,500 
men and women engaged in some 
form of m issionary work it) this 
country and more than $26,000,000 
invested In the business of m aking 
and keeping America Christian for 
the redem ption of m ankind and the 
friedly service of the world.
